States is now in telephone touch
with Great Britain. -

N. R. Powley, "general manager
of the Pacific Telephone and Tele-
graph Company, held the first con-
vergition from Southern California
to Great Britain Saturday morning,
Feb. 26, talking to H. E. Shreeve
in London; assistant to the vice-
president of the American Tele-
phone and Telegraph Company.
Telephone officials and newspaper
men listened in on the conversa-
tion, which marked the last step
in opening trans-Atlantic telephone
service to the entire United States,
Following Mr, Powley's opemng
conversation, the service was
thrown open to the public. Calls to
Great Britain are placed with the
long distance operator in the regu-
lar manner. Applications for the
service were received by the tele-
phone company beginning Friday.
The rates for service between
England and any point on _the
Pacific coast are the same, the
charges being $87 for three min-
utes and $29 for each additional

British time.
Trans-Atlantic telephone _ service
from the Pacific coast has been
made possible by close co-operation
between the Bell system and the
British postoffice.

From Wroughton
the transmission passes by wire
telephone to the long distance of-
fice of the general postoffice. At
this point is located segregating
apparatus similar to that in New
York. From the general postoffice
the calls are handled over the or-
dinary telephone plant to the Lon-
don subscriber.

‘Westbound, the transmission
from the London subscriber, which
reaches the London long distance
office over the regular wire plant
and is there segregated from the
eastbound transmisstoin, is carried
over ordinary telephone lines to
the transmitting station at Rugby,
from which it proceeds by radio
to the receiving station at Houlton,
Maine. From Houlton to New
York, as from Wroughton to Lon-
don, the received transmission is
handled over telephone lines, and
at the New York long distance of-
fice it passes through the com-
bining apparatus and is delivered
to the subscriber over his regular
telephone circuit.
